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Priest  Incites  Riot 
Church  Damaged 
Several  People  Hurt 

Th«  Central  Baptist  Church,  Bogota, 
Colombia,  was  attacked  twice  by  priest 
led  mobs  on  Saturday  evening,  December 
K,  and  Sunday  afternoon,  December  23, 
according  to  a  cable  received  by  officials 
af  the  Foreign  Mission  Board. 

Details  of  the  incident  were  forwarded 
la  Richmond  by  the  Presbyterian  Board 
af  Foreign  Missions,  V.  I.  A.,  New  York, 
which  had  received  a  report  of  the  ee- 
eurrence  from  Rev.  Robert  W.  La  sear, 
Jr.,  executive  secretary  of  Us  Colom¬ 
bian  Mission. 

Dedication  services  for  the  renovated 
eburch  structure  were  in  progress  at 
fee  time  of  the  first  assault  Saturday 
evening.  A  mob  of  approximately  fifty 
people  was  incited  te  violence  by  a  priest 
who  harangued  them  over  a  public  ad¬ 
dress  system.  The  priest  ascended  fee 
steps  of  the  Baptist  church  and  spoke 
against  all  evangelicals. 

The  building  was  badly  damaged,  fe 
windows  were  broken,  and  several  peo¬ 
ple  were  slightly  wounded  when  fee 
building  was  stoned.  All  five  ef  fee 
Board’s  missionaries  fe  Bogota  were  re¬ 
ported  safe.

■bout  to  make  his  final  decision  on  Mr. 
Taylor's  resignation.  Stung  to  the  quick 
by  mounting  criticism  the  President 
read  a  few  lines  of  the  resolution  and  ac¬ 
cepted  the  resignation. 

Bu>  the  Roman  hierarchy  never  gives 
up.  It  accepted  the  President’s  action  as 
a  mere  incident  and  went  to  work  on  new 
pl.*>ns  to  turn  the  tide.  This  time  the 
■takes  were  even  higher.  Rome  was  not 
to  be  satisfied  with  a  mere  “personal 
representative  of  the  President;”  she 
must  have  a  full-fledged  Ambassador 
wkh  all  the  status  and  prerogatives  ap¬ 
pertaining  thereto. 

The  American  public  has  been  kept 
In  the  dark  concerning  the  subterranean, 
star  chamber  Skull  duggery  that  has 
been  going  on  between  the  Democratic 
administration  in  Washington  and  the 
diplomatic  minions  of  the  Roman  Cath¬ 
olic  hierarchy. 

Margan  Beatty,  in  his  nation-wide 
redie  newscast  October  23,  1951,  stated 
that  friends  ef  General  Clark  said  he  was 
approached  in  August  by  President  Tru¬ 
man  with  the  preposition  that  he  become 
U.  S.  Ambassador  to  the  Vatican.  Mr. 
Charles  P.  Taft  announced  later  that 
President  Truman  asked  him  to  accept 
the  post  in  January,  1951. 

All  the  time  these  negotiations  were  go¬ 
ing  on  Protestants  were  given  to  under¬ 
stand  that  the  President  was  on  their 
side  and  that  diplomatic  relations  would 
aot  be  resumed. 

The  first  open  indication  that  all  was 
not  well  came  on  August  10,  1951  when 
the  supposedly-deposed  envoy,  Mr.  Tay¬ 
lor,  appeared  in  the  White  House  report¬ 
ing  on  a  conference  he  had  held  with  the 
pope  concerning  “the  mobilization  of  the 
spiritual  forces  of  the  world”  in  the  fight 
against  Communism. 

Qu'te  evidently  the  strategy  agreed 
■pon  at  that  time  eventuated  in  the 
Pope  s  Eternal  King  Encyclical  issued 


upon  the  occasion  of  the  fifteenth  cen¬ 
tenary  of  the  Council  of  Chalcedon  and 
in  President  Truman’s  widely-publicized 
address  before  the  Washington  Pilgrim¬ 
age  of  Churchmen. 

Time  magazine  for  October  25,  1951, 
stated  that  Washington  officials  admit¬ 
ted  President  Truman’s  address  before 
the  Washington  Pilgrimage  of  Church¬ 
men  had  a  definite  relation  to  his  plan 
for  the  appointment  of  General  Clark. 

Mr.  Truman  said  to  the  Protestant 
dupes  gathered  in  the  National  City 
Christian  Church:  “Despite  the  barriers 
that  divide  the  different  churches,  there 
is  a  common  bond  of  brotherhood  that 
underlies  them  all.  .  *.We  must  continue 
our  effort  to  find  those  common  ties, 
and  to  bring  the  churches  together  in 
greater  unity  in  a  crusade  for  peace. 
In  this  way  we  shall  come  closer  to  the 
one  God  who  is  Father  of  us  all.  In  this 
way  we  shall  find  greater  power  to 
meet  the  troubles  of  our  times.  God 
grant  that  we  may  speak  together,  as 
brothers,  of  His  power  and  His  mercy, 
and  bear  witness  against  those  who  deny 
Him.  May  God  unite  the  churches — and 
the  free  world — and  bring  us  peace.” 

Sa»d  the  pope:  “All  Christians  must 
unite  under  one  banner  against  the 
atormy  assaults  of  the  infernal  enemy. 
W1k>  is  not  horrified  by  the  hatred  and 
ferocity  with  which  the  enemies  of  God, 
in  m§ny  countries  of  the  world  threaten 
and  destroy  or  try  to  uproot  all  that 
there  is  of  divine  and  Christian?.  .  . 
Divided  and  dispersed.  Christians  can¬ 
not  continue  to  lose  time  against  the 
combined  hosts  of  their  enemies.  .  All 
those  .  .  who  because  of  the  iniquity  of 
the  times  are  separated  from  the  bosom 
and  the  unity  of  the  church,  should  ren¬ 
der  without  hesitation  the  due,  reverent 
homage  to  this  primacy,  following  the 
example  of  the  footsteps  of  their  fath¬ 
ers." 

When  we  “put  two  and  two  together” 


it  meant  that  the  Communist  threat  is 
being  used  to  build  the  Roman  church 
and  elevate  the  pope  as  the  spokesman 
for  all  Christendom  in  the  crisis. 

Then  Mr.  Truman  proceeded  to  “ren¬ 
der  without  hesitation  the  due  and  sever- 
ent  homage”  by  appointing  on  Saturday, 
October  20,  General  Mark  W.  Clark  as 
the  full-fledged  U.  S.  Ambassador  to  the 
Court  of  the  Pope  of  Rome. 

Mr.  Truman  knew  that  the  Senate  had 
announced  its  recess  adjournment  for 
October  20.  The  normal  constitutional 
procedure  in  the  appointment  of  am¬ 
bassadors  is  to  nominate  to  the  Senate 
and  allow  sufficient  time  for  investiga¬ 
tion,  before  action  to  approve  or  disap¬ 
prove.  The  nomination  of  General  Clark 
on  the  same  day  the  Senate  adjourned, 
therefore,  had  all  the  appearance  of  sub¬ 
terfuge.  The  President,  under  normal 
circumstances,  has  the  right,  should  the 
Senate  neglect  to  approve  his  nomina¬ 
tion  before  adjournment,  to  make  an  ad 
interim  appointment  subject  to  later  .Sen¬ 
ate  confirmation.  The  press  at  one  time 
actually  announced  that  President  Tru¬ 
man  would  send  General  Clark  to  Rome 
at  once.  Some  observers  believe  the  chief 
executive  was  in  ignorance  of  the  1867 
precedent  terminating  U.  S.-Vatican  re¬ 
lations  and  thought  he  could  by-pass  the 
Senate  by  this  clever  ruse. 

The  President,  however,  was  legally 
blocked  from  making  an  ad  interim  ap¬ 
pointment.  The  nomination  of  General 
Clark  is  up  for  Senate  action  when  it  re¬ 
convenes  early  in  1952. 

Despite  the  frustation  of  his  overall 
plan,  the  astute  Mr.  Truman  had  won 
Roman  Catholic  support  for  his  “New 
Dealers”  at  the  November  election.  Car¬ 
dinal  Spellman  and  the  entire  American 
heirarchy  had  given  him  “E  for  effort.” 

Seldom  in  the  history  of  this  nation 
has  such  high-handed  perversion  of  con¬ 
stitutional  justice  been  perpetrated  upon 
the  American  people. 

2.  A  Brief  History  of  Former 
Papal  •  American  Ralatiena 

An  Ambassador  in  the  Vatican  from 
the  USA  is  a  threat  to  American  liberty. 

Such  a  Papal-American  relationship 
was  ooce  and  for  all  time  proved  detri¬ 


mental  by  twenty  years  of  actual  experi¬ 
ence.  The  story  of  that  expen  >ee  is 
extremely  interesting  and  little  known. 
It  has  never  appeared  in  textbooks  of  his- 
torv  taught  in  the  public  schools.  Our 
politicians  keep  mum  about  it.  Our 
e'ergy  rarely  mention  it  for  fear  of  being 
smeared  as  “bigoted  and  intolerant.”  As 
a  result  the  present  generation  of  Ameri¬ 
can  citizens  do  not  have  the  necessary 
background  to  form  an  intelligent  opinion 
about  the  Truman  appointment. 

Th*  United  States  ef  RI47  knew  that 
there  could  be  no  politico-ecclesiastical 
relations  between  Washington  and  Romo 
and  by  an  overwhelming  expression  of 
their  opinion  demanded  their  termina¬ 
tion.  The  President  and  the  Congress 
acquiescend  and  for  more  than  seventy 
years  did  not  presume  either  openly  and 
honestly  or  by  subterfuge  to  attempt 
their  resumption. 

Whet  is  the  story? 

The  Pope  of  Rome  hated  England.  That 
hate  dated  back  to  the  days  of  King 
Henry  VIII.  There  was  therefore  rejoic¬ 
ing  on  the  banks  of  the  Tiber  when  the 
news  came  of  the  successful  revolt  of 
the  thirteen  American  colonies.  The  keen 
diplomats  of  the  Papal  States  saw  their 
opportunity  to  extend  their  influence  to 
this  new  land  and  almost  immediately 
opened  up  the  ports  of  Civita  Vecchia 
on  the  Mediterranean  and  Ancona  m 
the  Adriatic  to  the  colonies. 

The  move  meant  much  to  the  young 
republic.  It  was  a  recognition  by  a 
European  land  that  the  United  States 
had  taken  her  place  among  the  powers 
o*  the  world.  (The  Papal  States  at  this 
time  occupied  a  sizeable  territory.  Tha 
temporal  power  of  the  pope  was  much 
more  of  an  actuality  than  it  is  today.) 
Our  fathers  did  not  respond  to  the  over¬ 
ture,  however,  by  appointing  a  VaticaR 
representative,  until  1797,.  The  Jhirtee* 
colonies  had  been  populated  by  Euro¬ 
peans  who  knew  what  papal  tyranny  was. 
When  the  government  finally  appointed 
our  first  consul,  be  was  not  aa  Americas 
citizen  but  John  B.  Sartori,  a  Roman, 
acting  for  us.  Consuls  and  consul-gen¬ 
erals  represented  as  for  half  a  century. 
Each  was  carefully  instructed  to  coofioa

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L.  H.  Jenkins  Receives  Nigerian 
"Christmas  Gift  of  Friendship" 

A  desk  *»d  two  chairs  of  African - 


“Inoko”  wood,  beautifully  inlaid  with 
•bony  and  ivory,  hava  arrived  on  Rich¬ 
mond,  Va..  as  a  “Christinas  gift  of 
friendship”  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  L.  Howard 
Jenkins  from  a  church  in  Nigeria.  Mr. 
Jenkins  has  been  president  of  the  South¬ 
ern  Baptist  Foreign  Mission  Board  for 
19  years. 

The  story  behind  the  desk  and  chairs 
started  approximately  40  years  ago. 

When  Mr. 'Jenkins  was  a  very  young 
man  he  had  a  severe  illness  that  might 
easily  have  proved  fatal.  In  gratitude  to 
God  for  his  recovery,  his  mother,  the  late 
Mrs  Luther  H.  Jenkins,  decided  to  send 
a  missionary  to  Africa.  Thus,  Miss  Olive 
Edens,  Southern  Baptist  missionary,  was 
supported. 

Among  Miss  Edens*  pupils  there  was 
a  small  native  boy,  J.  Tanimola  Ayorin- 
de.  Over  and  over  Mias  Edens  told 
Tanimola  the  story  of  Jesus  and  his  love 
lor  all  peoples  of  the  world,  ft  was  a 
revelation  to  the  small  boy,  who  had 
never  before  heard  of  Christianity,  and 
he  eagerly  accepted  the  mission  teach¬ 
ing 

Tanimola  was  graduated  from  the  mis¬ 
sion  school  of  Nigeria  and  determined  to 
become  a  minister  to  his  own  people. 
With  this  in  mind  he  came  to  Richmond 
and  enrolled  at  Union  Theological  Semi¬ 
nary  While  In  Richmond  he  became 
friends  with  Howard  Jenkins.  Both  per¬ 
sonally  and  as  president  of  the  Foreign 
Mission  Board.  Mr.  Jenkins  was  much 
interested  in  the  young  African  and  his 
work,  and  he  tried  to  help  him  where- 
•ver  possible. 

The  Rev.  Tanimola  Ayorinde  received 
his  B.  D.  degree  and  went  on  to  Oberlin 
College,  Oberlin,  Ohio,  where  he  secured 
a  master's  degree.  Then  he  returned  to 
his  native  Nigeria  as  a  Baptist  pastor. 

After  serving  a  small  ehurefi,  Mr. 
Ayorinde  was  called  to  the  pastorate  of 
the  First  Baptist  Church  of  Lagos,  which 
with  a  congregation  of  600,  is  the  largest 
ehurch  of  its  denomination  in  Nigeria. 

There  he  has  received  additional  help 
fro-n  the  Jenkins  family.  Three  years 
ago  Mr.  Jenkins’  two  sisters  decided 
they  would  like  to  give  an  African  me¬ 
morial  to  their  mother.  Knowing  the 
difficulties  of  transportation  in  that 
country,  they  decided  to  send,  in  memory 
•f  Mrs.  Jenkins,  an  automobile  to  Pastor 
Ayorinde  for  his  work  in  Lagos  and  the 
surrounding  country. 

Some  weeks  ago  Mr.  Jenkins  got  a 
letter  from  his  African  friend.  In  it 
Mi.  Ayorinde  said: 

“The  executive  committee  of  our 
church  has  decided  to  send  you  a  gift. 
An  African  carpenter  was  employed  and 
he  made  a  table  and  two  chairs  for  you 
and  Mrs.  Jenkins.”  With  the  gift  came 
another  letter,  this  time  typewritten  as 
an  official  communication  from  the 
Lagos  church.  It  says: 

*f.  .  .It  has  been  a  long  felt  and  cher¬ 
ished  wish  of  the  church  to  mark  the 
existing  friendship  between  us  in  a  ma¬ 
terial  way.  .  .Please  accept  these  tokens 
•f  Christian  love  in  hope  that  they  will 
occupy  a  prominent  place  in  your  study 
and  thereby  remind  you  of  our  fellow¬ 
ship  in  Christ." 

Inscribed  in  inlay  across  the  front  of 
the  desk  are  the  words:  “Presented  by 
the  First  Baptist  Church  of  Lagos  to 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  L.  Howard  Jenkins.  Sth 
May,  195L"

Tirades  against  all  Protestants  and  the 
new  church  are  said  to  have  been  deliv¬ 
ered  in  Bogota’s  Catholic  churches  oo 
Sunday  morning,  and  a  second  outbreak 
followed  that  afternoon. 

Announcements  were  made  over  two 
radio  stations  calling  for  a  great  Cath¬ 
olic  “concentration”  in  froot  of  the  new 
church  at  3  o’clock  that  afternoon.  The 
announcements  said  that  the  archbishop 
of  Bogota  was  authorizing  the  “concen¬ 
tration.” 

The  second  secretary  of  the  embassy 
was  again  present  to  protest  a  second 
outbreak  of  violence.  His  efforts  to  se¬ 
cure  help  and  protection  were  disregard¬ 
ed.  Local  police  were  on  the  scene,  but 
they  made  no  attempt  to  intervene  until 
after  the  damage  had  been  done.  The 
Presbyterian  observer  reports  that  the 
crowd  shouted:  “Long  live  the  National 
Catholic  Police!" 

*  The  priest,  that  afternoon,  is  quoted  as 
saying  to  the  mob,  “We  don’t  want  to 
oppose  Protestants,  but  the  heretics  have 
come  down  here  from  the  north  with 
their  millions  of  dollars  to  corrupt  our 
people.  While  our  brave  Colombian  sol¬ 
diers  are  fighting  for  liberty  in  Korea, 
these'  people  are  here  corrupting  Colom¬ 
bians  and  are  ruining  our  Catholic  dem¬ 
ocracy.” 

Missionaries  of  the  Foreign  Mission 
Board  began  work  in  Colombia  in  1940. 
They  engage  in  evangelistic,  church 
building,  educational,  and  medical  min¬ 
istries  through  fifteen  Baptist  churches, 
twelve  elementary  schools,  and  a  newly 
established  clinic  in  Barranquilla. 

The  Central  Baptist  Church,  Bogota, 
was  organized  November  13,  1949.  A  Col¬ 
ombian  national  is  its  pastor.  “Perhaps 
the  church’s  most  interesting  feature  is 
the  number  of  young  people  in  its  mem¬ 
bership-most  of  them  either  students 
sr  business  people,”  says  Dr.  Everett 
Gill,  Jr.,  secretary  for  Latin  America. 
“To  meet  their  needs  an  extensive  ac¬ 
tivity  program  is  maintained — a  well-or¬ 
ganized  and  directed  Training  Union,  a 
chorus,  retreats,  and  camps.  Each  week 
there  is  a  young  people’s  activity  night 
which  includes  Bible  study,  inspirational 
lectures,  concerts,  forum  discussions  of 
youth  problems,  instructive  films,  and 
games."

A  MISSIONARY  WRITES 

Bogota,  Columbia,  S.A. 

December  1,  1961 

Dear  Friends: 

This  year  has  been  by  far  the  most  dif¬ 
ficult  year  we  ve  ever  known  from  many 
standpoints,  yet  on  the  other  hand,  some 
of  our  greatest  blessings  have  come  to 
offset  the  difficulties.  This  is  the  first 
time  in  our  experiences  that  we  have 
had  a  real,  personal  known  enemy  but 
this  year  he  has  been  very  real  and  on 
three  different  occasions  was  responsi¬ 
ble  for  my  arrest  though  I  managed  to 
escape  imprisonment,  to  say  nothing  of 
the  many  other  unpleasantness  he  has 
caused.  And  even  to  climax  It  all.  the 
lawyer  in  whom  we  were  depending 
placed  a  lawsuit  against  me.  completely 
cn.Hist  and  unfounded,  but  nonetheless 
we  are  having  to  scrape  up  $800  to  keep 
It  from  going  to  court  and  running  the 
risk  of  having  a  far  greater  expense. 

The  Foreign  Mission  Board  had  told 
ms  that  we  could  have  no  hopes  of  build¬ 
ing  on  the  land  bought  last  year  for  the 
Central  Church.  We  were  using  the  sec- 
end  floor  of  a  terribly  old,  disreputable 
building  which  was  on  the  property 
wher.  purchased.  Well,  the  Lord  was 
ready  If  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  was 
wot.  so  the  city  required  us  to  sell  them 
•  four-meter  frontage  off  the  lot  and  It 
being  a  very  expensive  property^  a  Con¬ 
servative-Catholic  mayor  paid  us  enough 
to  build  a  very  nice  little  chapel!  It  is 
aot  at  all  pretentious  except  for  the 
facade  which  the  city  required  to  be  so, 
bc'ng  located  on  one  of  the  most  focal 
plazas  of  the  city,  so  we  have  a  30Joot 
high  front  with  a  tabernacle  style  in¬ 
terior  but  it  will  be  quite  nice. 

|  Also  this  year  we  have  seen  the  com¬ 
pletion  of  our  mission  home,  given  by 
the  Texas  W  M.U.  in  which  we  are  very 
eomlortably  situated.— The  Gerald  Rid¬ 
dle  Family.

his  activities  to  "commercial  relations" 
between  the  States. 

But  in  1847,  President  James  K.-Polk, 
strongly  urged  by  Roman  Catholics  st 
home  and  abroad,  sent  a  message  to 
Congress  stating  that  it  was  “highly  ex¬ 
pedient”  that  the  United  States  raise  the 
Roman  consulate  to  a  legation  and  estab¬ 
lish  more  formal  relations  with  the  Papal 
States.  He  still  emphasized  the  commer¬ 
cial  value  of  the  contact.  The  Congress 
approved  and  appropriated  $1,000  for  the 
project. 

In  1848  Jacob  L.  Martin  Was  appointed 
amid  grumbling  from  the  people.  These 
grumblings  were  so  serious  that  the 
Secretary  of  State,  James  Buchanan,  was 
led  to  write  a  detailed  statement  regard¬ 
ing  the  limitations  of  the  envoy.  “Your 
efforts,”  decisively  wrote  Buchanan, 
“will  be  devoted  exclusively  to  the  culti¬ 
vation  of  the  most  friendly  civil  relations 
with  the  Papal  Government  and  to  the 
extension  of  the  commerce  between  the 
two  countries.  You  will  carefully  avoid 
even  the  appearance  of  interfering  in  ec¬ 
clesiastical  questions  whether  these  re¬ 
late  to  the  United  States  or  any  other 
part  of  the  world.”  Strangely  enough 
Martin  died  just  twenty-four  days  after 
he  was  received  by  the  pope. 

In  1849,  a  revolution  broke  out  In  the 
Pap.il  States  headed  by  the  indomitable 
M.nzzini.  The  tyranny  of  the  popes  was 
traditional.  Hie  nobility  lived  in  sump¬ 
tuous  palaces  as  large  as  the  capitol  at 
Washington,  with  private  hunting  re¬ 
serves  of  thousands  of  acres,  retinues  of 
liveried  servants,  lavish  trappings  and  all 
that  their  hearts  desired.  The  people 
were  peasants,  denied  the  right  to  hold 
property,  kept  in 'abysmal  ignorance, 
clothed  in  rags,  housed  in  shacks,  and 
fed  on  hard  bread  and  sour  wine.  Revolt 
Spread  like  flame  until  the  pope  and  his 
retnue  were  forced  to  flee  from  Rome, 
taking  refuge  in  Gaeta. 

Martin  was  dead,  Lewis  Cass,  Jr.,  the 
newly  appointed  envoy  had  not  arrived 
in  Rome.  Nicholas  Browne  by  virtue  of 
his  being  U.S.  Consul  represented  the 
USA  He  naturally  upheld  the  revolution¬ 
ist*,  unwisely  speaking  in  their  meetings 
and  congratulating  them  on  “throwing 
off  the  yoke  of  the  oppressor,  Pius  IX.” 
With  glowing  enthusiasm  he  wrote  the 
State  Department:  "Hie  papaey  has 
fallen:  morally,  it  has  fallen  forever.” 

While  the  American  people  loudly 
cheered  the  audacious  Mr.  Browne,  the 
State  Denartment  was  more  reserved. 
The  revolution  proved  to  be  ill-timed. 
When  the  pope,  aided  by  the  armies  of 
the  Emperors  of  Austria  and  France,  re¬ 
turned  to  Rome  (1850),  our  diplomatic 
relations  were  resumed.  Cass  made  due 
apnologies  for  Browne’s  indiscretions. 

The  pope,  however,  wes  net  easily 
placated.  He  sulked.  Finally  Cass  pro¬ 
posed  that  the  United  States  receive  an 
official  nuncio.  President  Franklin 
Pierca  acquiesced  and  tha  Holy  See  sent 
Monsignor  C.  Bedini  who  arrived  in 
Washington  in  1S53.  The  State  Depart¬ 
ment  made  all  arrangements  far  his 
formal  reception,  but  the  people  pre¬ 
tested.  The  darner  rose  with  daily  in¬ 
creasing  crescendos.  In  many  cities  there 
ware  anti-papal  demonstrationa.  Bedini 
was  hanged  in  effigy.  In  desperation, 
the  President  was  finally  forced  to  dis¬ 
continue  the  project.  When  the  news

The  versatile  Case  was  able,  however,  to 
soothe  “His  Holiness,  "  ruffled  spirits. 
Washington  promoted  Mm  to  •  toll 

rank  ink  minister. 

The  spirit  of  revolt  in  the  Papal  States 
would  not  die.  Garibaldi  fanned  the  spark 
(1860).  He  was  joined  by  Victor  Em¬ 
manuel.  The  people  rose  again,  came 
up  through  Naples  and  Sicily,  and  sur¬ 
rounded  Rome  After  a  long  and  bitter 
war  they  wrested  every  inch  ef  land 
from  the  pope,  destroying  his  last  honest 
right  to  claim  temporal  sovereignty.  It 
had  been  on  this  ground  that  the  doubtful 
relationship  had  been  maintained  be¬ 
tween  Washington  and  Rome.  This  was 
the  beginning  of  the  end.  The  American 
people  were  now  certain  they  wanted  do 
tie-up  with  a  “church-state”  that  was  in 
reality  only  a  church. 

But  we  are  slightly  ahead  of  our  story. 

John  P.  Stockton,  the  successor  to 
Cass,  was  in  Rome  at  the  time  of  the 
second  revolution.  He  seems  not  to  hava 
sensed  the  growing  feeling  in  the  home¬ 
land.  nor  to  have  understood  the  under¬ 
lying  principles  involved.  At  one  time  h« 
called  upon  the  U.S.  Navy  to  come  to  the 
aid  of  the  pope.  Shortly  after  this  inci¬ 
dent  Stockton  was  succeeded  by  Alexan¬ 
der  W.  Randall. 

Randall  was  a  thorough  going  Ameri¬ 
can.  He  did  not  like  Rome  and  was 
restive  under  the  protocol  of  the  Vatican 
court.  When  the  Civil  War  broke  out  in 
America  he  asked  to  be  recalled,  and 
was  succeeded  by  Richard  M.  Blatchford 
(1862).  Rufus  King  followed  m  1863. 

Things  were  happening  rapidly  on  both 
sides  of  the  Atlantic.  Victor  Emmanuel 
was  at  the  gates  of  Rome.  Hie  Confeder¬ 
acy  was  at  the  gates  of  Washington.  Dip¬ 
lomatically  we  were  espousing  the  cause 
of  the  pope,  but  strangely  enough  the 
pope  had  recognized  Jefferson  Davis  as 
‘He  President  du  Sud”  (President  of  the 
South)  and  was  carrying  on  an  official 
correspondence  with  the  Confederacy. 
Rome  was  always  denied  any  ulterior 
motives,  but  the  federal  government  had 
its  serious  doubts.  Furthermore,  Maxi¬ 
milian,  Archduke  of  Austria,  who  had 
repudiated  the  Monroe  Doctrine  and  set 
■p  a  European-controlled  monarchy  in 
Mexico  over  our  protest,  was  wined  and 
dined  in  the  papal  palace  and  given  the 
blessings  of  the  pontiff.  Secretary  of 
Stab*  Seward  was  beginning  to  be  ruffled. 

In  the  midst  of  this  turmoil  and  Machi¬ 
avellian  wire-pulling  King  proposod  the 
most  daring  axpioit  in  the  history  of 
American  diplomacy.  Blatchford  hod 
once  proposod  that  the  pope  might  find 
refuoo  in  America  H  things  got  too  hot 
tor  him  in  Remo.  Debacle  now  aoomod 
Imminent.  Monslgnor  Hard!,  the  pope's 
private  chaplain,  and  General  Kanzler, 
papal  minister  of  war,  approached  King 
expressing  the  belief  that  tha  USA  was 
“the  only  country  in  which  the  pope  could 
seek  and  find  a  suitable  and  secure 
asylum.” 

King  assured  the  entire  papal  entour¬ 
age  that  his  country  would  Ilk#  to  have 
tha  pope.  "Our  country,"  ho  said,  "is 
the  home  of  civil  and  religious  liberty  as 
well  as  the  refuge  to  all  who  hove  fled 
from  political  and  other  troubles  in  the 
Old  World.  His  Holiness,  should  he  aoe 
fit  to  'Qo  to  the  United  States  would,  no 
doubt,  moot  with  a  kind  welcome  and  bo 
left  to  pursue,  unquestioned  and  unmo¬ 
lested,  his  groat  work  oa  hoed  of  the 
Catholic  Church." 

King  reported  to  Seward  ou  November 
20  1866,  the  trend  of  event*  in  Rome 
and  his  promise  of  asylum.  Seward  ap¬ 
proved  and  set  about  to  aak  the  Navy  to 
dispatch  warships  to  a  papal  port.  King 
went  further.  Gustavus  V.  Fox,  Assistant 
Secretary  of  the  Navy,  hannened  to  be  in 
Rome.  King  approached  him  and  ro- 
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cetved  permission  to  telegraph  Admiral 
Goidsborough,  commander  of  the  U.  S. 
Mediterranean  fleet  then  anchored  in 
Lisbon,  that  "important  matters  seemed 
to  call  for  *he  immediate  presence  of  one 
of  the  ships  at  Civita  Vecchia.”  Goids¬ 
borough  sent  the  Swatara  and  the  Frolic. 

While  King  was  selling  American 
liberty  short,  Charles  Cushman,  our  con¬ 
sul  in  Rome,  heard  that  Garibaldi  was 
sbout  to  enter  the  city.  Feeling  that  he 
was  fully  justified  he  joined  the  Papal 
Zouaves,  a  unit  of  the  pope’s  army, 
shouldered  a  musket  and  tried  to  stop 
the  liberator.  Hiis  incident  was  reported 
to  Seward  who  by  now  felt  that  things 
had  gone  too  far.  To  make  a  long  story 
short — the  pope  did  not  come  to  America. 

The  story  of  this  treachery  btnun  to 
soap  through  the  cordon  of  State  Depart¬ 
ment  secrecy  to  the  American  people. 
They  were  furious.  On  top  of  this,  the 
pepe,  alarmed  at  the  increasing  number 
ef  Protestant  churches  in  Rome,  had 
ordered  all  Protestant  edifices  to  move 
beyond  the  city  walls.  One  ef  these  was 
Amarican.  Despite  the  fact  that  the  pas¬ 
tor  placad  the  Coat  of  Arms  of  the  United 
States  above  the  door  the  papal  gen¬ 
darmes  demanded  in  the  name  of  His 
Holiness  that  worship  caasa.  Present 
Andrew  Johnson  and  the  Congress  retali¬ 
ated  by  ordering  the  ministry  to  the  Holy 
See  closed  (1147).  This  was  tha  last 
straw. 

The  President  and  Congress  were  de¬ 
luged  with  protests  from  millions  of 
liberty-loving  Americans.  Even  Roman 
Catholics  joined  with  Protestants  de¬ 
manding  that  all  relations  with  the  Vati¬ 
can  cease  at  once.  The  debate  in  th« 
halls  of  Congress  was  long  and  furious. 
The  legislators  refused  the  usual  ap¬ 
propriation  of  funds  for  the  envoy.  King 
continued  in  Rome  several  months  with¬ 
out  pay  and  finally  left  January  1,  1868. 
He  was  our  last  representative  at  th« 
Vatican  tor  a  period  of  seventy-two 
years. 

In  1867-68  the  American  people  knew 
that  there  must  never  again  be  diplo¬ 
matic  relations  between  Washington  and 
the  Vatican  They  knew  the  fundamental 
nature  of  Roman  Catholicism,  not  only 
as  h  is  set  forth  in  the  immutable  canoa 
law  of  the  Church  but  by  bitter  experi¬ 
ence.  They  knew  that  the  papacy  waa 
tyranny  which  threatened  true  democ¬ 
racy  They  knew  that  it  was  opposed  to 
freedom  of  worship;  to  the  separation 
of  church  and  state;  to  universal  educa¬ 
tion  under  the  auspices  of  the  state;  and 
to  the  whole  spirit  of  the  Bill  of  Rights. 
Thev  knew  that  the  fealty  demanded  of 
every  American  Roman  Catholic  to  the 
pope  first  and  the  “Stars  and  Stripes” 
afterward  was  inimical  to  national  unity. 
Hiey  knew  that  Rome  was  seeking  by 
every  means  a4  her  disposal  to  make 
America  Catholic  and  thus  aliminate  the 
world’s  chief  stronghold  of  Protestant¬ 
ism.  “ROME  NEVER  CHANGES.”

Perhaps  the  most  significant  achieve¬

■  the  growing  concern  for  developing 
more  and  better  trained  workers  in  our 
churches.  The  Sunday  School  Training 
Course  is  becoming  a  vital  ally  to  in¬ 
creasing  numbers  of  churches  as  they 
plan  and  promote  a  training  program 
for  their  Sunday  school  leaders.  “Work¬ 
men  Unashamed"  is  the  watchword. 

The  business  of  teaching  God  s  word 
and  winning  the  lost  to  the  Saviour  is  a 
high  and  holy  calling.  Preparation  for 
the  task  is  a  serious  matter.  Let  us  con¬ 
tinue  to  hold  up  the  highest  standards 
possible  in  all  our  training  work,  for  as 
we  thain  so  shall  our  fruitage  be.  One 
pastor  says,  “For  five  years  we  have 
sought  to  lift  the  work  of  a  Sunday  school 
worker  to  the  level  of  high  privilege  and 
responsibility.  It  has  been  our  policy 
that  every  worker  must  have,  as  a 
minimum,  the  Sunday  School  Worker’s 
Diploma.  Surely  the  supreme  importance 
of  the  work  could  require  no  less.”

Opposition  To  Vatican 
Ambassador  Grows 

President  Truman’s  announcement  that 
he  intends  upon  the  reconvening  of 
Congress  to  renominate  an  ambassador 
to  the  Vatican  has  greatly  intensified 
efforts  of  his  fellow  Baptists  to  make 
known  their  opposition,  declares  Dr.  Jos¬ 
eph  M.  Dawson,  executive  director  of 
the  Baptist  Joint  Committee  on  Public 
Affairs., 

Substantial  evidence  of  this  is  seen, 
he  says,  in  the  mounting  requests  for 
thousands  of  pieces  of  informative  liter¬ 
ature  received  by  his  office  daily.  An 
impressive  aspect  of  the  opposition  is 
the  activity  of  the  brotherhood  organi¬ 
zations  of  laymen. 

“The  editorial  correspondence  of  Ann 
O’Hare  McCormick  from  Rome  in  the 
New  York  Times,  December  24,”  says 
Dr.  Dawson,  “to  being  cited  as  confirm¬ 
ation  of  the  Baptist  contention  that  the 
appointment  is  definitely  a  violation  of 
the  American  system  of  church-state 
separation.”  She  pointed  out  that  in 
Rome  the  mission  is  regarded  as  “either 
to  the  Pope  as  the  head  of  a  world  wide 
Church  or  it  is  nothing,  to  pretend  any¬ 
thing  else  i*  to  make  the  appointment 
uaeless  or  to  reduce  R  to  absurdity.” 

Following  the  suggestion  of  the  Cath¬ 
olic  World  Jfagazine  that  General  Mark 
Clark  withdraw  in  order  that  the  Presi¬ 
dent  might  name  Barney  Baruch  has 
distressed  many  Baptists.  While  the 
American  Jewish  Congress  has  declared 
the  Vatican  appointment  “represents  rec¬ 
ognition  of  a  particular  religious  body 
aa  a  temporal  power,  constitutes  a  se-

In  Plane  Crash  Near  Tehran 


NASHVILLE,  Tenn— (BP)— Dr.  Henry 
C.  Bennett,  director  of  President  Tru¬ 
man's  Point  Four  Program  and  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention,  wa*  killed 
December  22  when  his  plane,  carrying 
aa  American  party  to  Tehran,  Iran,  for 
a  diplomatic  visit  in  connection  with  the 
technical  program,  crashed  to  a  anow- 
storm  just  north  of  Tehran. 

Mrs.  Bennett  was  among  the  twenty- 
turn  passengers,  all  of  whom  perished 
in  the  tragedy. 

An  outstanding  educator  and  agricul¬ 
turist,  Dr.  Bennett  was  known  through¬ 
out  Southern  Baptist  territory  as  an  in¬ 


fluential  Baptist  leader.  A  graduate  *f 
Ouachita  Baptist  College,  Arkansas,  b* 
served  the  Baptists  of  Oklahoma  on 
maay  committees  and  boards  and  was 
at  one  time  vice-president  of  the  Baptist 
General  Convention  of  Oklahoma.  H* 
was  a  member  of  the  board  of  trustee# 
af  Oklahoma  Baptist  University. 

Much  of  the  Christian  atmosphere  pro¬ 
vided  on  the  campus  of  the  Oklahoma 
A.  fc  M.  College  was  attributed  to  Dr. 
Bennett’s  consistent  influence  and  lead¬ 
ership.  The  son  of  a  Baptist  minister, 
be  was  frequently  in  demand  as  a  pul¬ 
pit  speaker  and  program  personality  in 
both  Baptist  and  other  churches.

Coy  Urges  Church 
Participation  in  TV 

•  The  chairman  of  the  Federal  Comma- 
n;cat>ons  Commission  believes  that  reli* 
gious  leaders  should  be  concerned  over 
the  future  of  television  in  this  country. 
Speaking  to  a  recent  Washington  confer* 
ence  on  religious  television,  Wayne  Coy 
said  church  people  should  play  a  mors 
active  roll  in  determining  the  TV  fare  of 
America. 

Mr.  Coy  put  the  spotlight  on  two  great 
areas  in  which  religion  should  concern 
itself  with  television  in  the  future. 

(1)  A  religtoue  ministry  to,  or  meeting 
the  religious  needs  of  the  local  commu¬ 
nity,  and  (2)  bringing  about  a  general 
improvement  of  television  programming. 

He  showed  how  religion  should  help 
men  meet  all  the  issues  of  life,  solving 
social  problems  and  facing  the  real 
difficulties  of  modern  civilization.  A 
worth-while  religion  reaches  all  sphere! 
of  human  activity,  and  such  a  faith  can¬ 
not  avoid  controversy.  “I  don’t  see  how 
you  can  serve,  religious  needs  or  other¬ 
wise,  without  controversy,”  he  declared. 

If  the  Christian  message  is  to  be  ef¬ 
fectively  proclaimed,  Mr.  Coy  said, 
Christians  everywhere  must  stand  up  for 
their  convictions.  Broadcasters  in  this 
eourtry  usually  give  the  public-  what  it 
wants,  and  when  indecent  or  questionable 
programs  appear  on  television  it  is  be¬ 
cause  the  church  people  have  failed  to 
raise  their  voices  in  protest  against  such. 
Mr.  Coy  is  encouraged  by  the  new 
NARTB  code,  but  “not  so  optimistic  as 
to  think  the  public  shodld  not  be  con¬ 
cerned"  about  the  future  of  the  medium. 

In  a  discussion  period  following  hi* 
address,  the  FCC  official  predicted  1.000 
to  1,200  TV  stations  for  this  country  by 
1956.  He  also  made  it  clear  that  FM 
broadcasting  is  not  dead,  showing  how 
FM  occupies  sn  important  place  in  the 
American  communications  picture.  There 
are  some  700  FM  station*  now  operating 
in  the  United  States.

NATIONAL  COUNCIL  LAUNCHES  DRIVE 
TO  OPPOSE  VATICAN  AMBASSADOR 


LONDON — (RNS) — Italy’*  Minister  of 
the  Interior  has  promised  to  make  fully 
effective  in  his  country  the  religious 
freedom  assured  to  the  Italian  consti¬ 
tution,  the  president  of  the  World  Baptist 
Alliance  reported  here. 

Dr  F.  Townley  Lord  said  upon  Ms  re¬ 
turn  from  Italy  that  Interior  Minister 
Mario  Scelba  had  made  the  promise  in 
an  interview  in  Rome.  Dr.  Manfredi  R on- 
chi,  executive  secretary  ef  the  Italian 
Baptist  Union,  was  present  at  the  inter¬ 
view,  be  said. 

Baptist  and  other  Evangelical  leaders 
have  complained  that  while  the  Italian 
constitution  grants  religious  freedom  to 
all  groups,  local  authorities  in  many  com¬ 
munities  have  been  requiring  a  special 
license  for  the  erection  of  a  building  for 
public  worship. 

Dr  Lord  said  he  drew  Signor  Scelba’s 
attention  to  a  recent  case  in  fcrhich  a 
Waldensian  pastor  had  been  convicted  for 
having  proceeded  with  the  erection  of  a 
church  building  without  a  permit. 

Dr  Lord  said  the  Italian  official  point¬ 
ed  out  that  the  political  situation  often 
occasioned  special  local  difficulties  but 
assured  him  that  H  any  such  difficulties 
should  arise  Baptist  leaders  in  Italy 
could  rely  upon  access  to  the  Interior 
Ministry  for  the  presentation  of  their 
case
